Tlie Sugar Beet for Milch Cotto 


j 
We are at a loss to account'for ihe, 


, apathy which exists in this coantr^ with 
' regard to the susar beet.- It "seems 


almost beyond possibility-to arouse •' any 
general interest in its .cultivation for the 
purpose of making stigar,' and:.y;et'.the. 
time is com:ng"when'"ifs value m:th'at: 
direction in this country will be under- 
stood and availed'oi'. But it is about as 
difficult, and we do not know but more 
so, to attract attention to the value of 
the sugar beet as stock food and espe- 
cially for food in the dairy. We feed 
more or less roots to milch cows, ami 
ought to feed more, the opinions, of 
some well informed people to the con- 
trary notwithstanding-. But the value 
of roots for this purpose is dependent' 
upon the saccharine matter they con- 
tain. 
Of all of them outside of the 


sugar beet, the mangold is unquestion- 
ably the best, and considering its largo 
yield, there will always be those who 
will think that it is the most profitable. 
But the sugar beet has demonstrated its 
superior value in this respect in Franco, 
even if it wero necessary to know more 
about it than that it is .very rich in' 
saccharine matter. Perhaps one reason, 
that the sugar boot is not"more .h'ig'hly 
prized for teeding, is that the distinc- 
tion between lhat and the common boct 
is not fully appreciated. 
As stock food 


the common beet has not generally giv-••' 
en satisfaction, although there are'those 
who prefer even it to any other root for 
feeding- milch cows. The extent 6! its 
value, nowever, in this regard we are 
not prepared to determine. Our opin- 
ion is not favorable to it. But the dif- 
ference .between the sugar and common, 
beet is :very-wide.-,.JJpth the red and 
white sugar beet contains almost Uyenty- 
fire per cent, of saccharine matte"r,"the- 
red beet being distinguished because of 
having a red neck. And as to our abil- 
ity to grow 'the beet 95 rich hove as it Is 
grown in Europe, we have demonstrat- 
ed that we caa A« it. They will not 
yield, of course, like the mangold, in 
bulk, but they will produce .a greater 
amount of nutriment to the acre. Ten 
tons to •the' acre' is probably the mini- 
mum yield of the sugar bee^t under ahy- 
•thing like favorable circumstance's, iacl 
it sometimes reaches twcnty-fivrt toil's. 
Probably fifteen, tons, are an average 
yield In the Northern States. And,',' 
then the sugar beet is not as exhausting, 
to the soil as the mangolds are, nor a* 
corn is, which fact brings us ;o th6 con-' 
'sideration of the comparative 'profit- 
ableness of feeding sugar beet or en- 
silaged green corn. • 
. . . 


i As the steady reader of the Rural 
knows, it has never been able to dedd6 
upon the'actual value of ensilaged crops. 
taking all things into consideration. Of 
the simple fact that grass or corn stalks 
thus preserved are good food for milch 
cows, we have no. aoiibt But that it is 
as profitable a food—that it .can reach 
the same results as-cheaply as they can 
be reached in some other way, is not 
clear. \Ve do not believe that ensilage 
will at ail compare, taking everything 
into consideration, with the sugar beet 
as a winter food. . If it is . corn that is 
ensilaged, the. ground will be much 
more exhausted by producing an c<jual 
amount of nutTimbnt_t]^;;.-^.i-iv,;;«?}- 
growing tho sugar beet. It id a fact 
lhat about double the weight of green 
corn is produced to the acre that there 
can be of tho-sugar beet.. but there is 
more digestible nutriments in one (on of 
sugar beets than there is in two luiis of 
green corn. The Sugar JJ;ctgive* figures 
upon the exhaustion of Lho-»iil by ^ix-un 
eorn and sugar beets, estimating tliat 
an acre produces twenty tons of core 
and ten tons of beets, as follows:. The 
corn will take up per acre nine pounds 
more soda than the beets will; .twenty- 
two pounds-more lime; three pounds 
more phosphoric acid and- fifty-three 
pounds more nitrogun. These figures 
may not seem of very great moment, es- 
pecially to us in the west, where the ex- 
haustion of soil has not as yet been per- 
ceptibly great, but they arc important. 
.Every ounce of fertilization that we can 
keep in the soil by growing something 
that .will not exhaust it-as-much as 
something else will, and yet will answer 
tho same purpose as the"more exhaust- 
ing crop, is money in our pockets. 
However much wo "may have neglected 
to economize.in exhausting our soil, it 
is 'a fact that to the degree that we da 
not exhaust it, wo are making money 
for ourselves^ It is on the principle of 
"a penny saved is a penny earned." In 
plain words, tho sugar beet offers to 
make tho dairyman more milk and but- 
ter at a less cost than green, corn \vill 
make, even if he wero not at the ex- 
pense of ensilaging it. 


When we come to the expense of pre- 


serving the two crops the advantage is 
greatly in favor of the sugar beet, which 
requires no expensive or comparatively 
no expensive silo. The beets may bo 
piled up right in the Held where they- 
are grown and covered with tjje neces- 
sary earth to prevent them from freez- 
ing" at a very slight expense. 
And 


while ensilage'may deteriorate in value, 
there is no danger of the beet doing so. 
If any of us farmers can tell why we do 
not avail ourselves of this qxcellejatfood 
for the dairy and stock in general, we 
should like to hear the reason. Suppose 
we try it more generally next year.— 
Western Rural. 


"Can the Ethiopian Clwngc His Skin?" 


i 
The latest freak of nature, which has 


! been exciting comment and inviting 
.! study among medical and scientific men, 


is, says the "Louisville Courier-Journal, n 
negro woman who is gradual j- changing 
color and getting a very handsome white 
complexion. The negro woman's name- 
is Jane McKay, and'she formerly lived on 
Broadway near Sixth street, but is now 
residing on Sixteenth, between Chesnut 
and Madison streets,-Louisville. She is a 
native of that city and is about thirty- 
years old.. Her parents were negroes • of 
the old-fashioned type, with all the 
marked characteristics of their race, both 
in form aud manners. When she grew 
up nothing unusual was noticed in her 
color, which was of a dark brown, nearly 
approaching the shiny black features 
which .are seen in the negroes of the 
typical southern stamp. She looked a 
.full-blooded negress, and her short, kinky 
hair, thick lips and shiny black eyes and 
glossy color so pronounced her. 


The change o£ color first became no-' 


ticeable about five years ago, when a 
small piece of tho skin on the side of her 
neck was rubbed off, and in place of the 
natural shade a white spot was left when 
the- place was healed up. This was. 
thought peculiar, and the astonishment 
of those who knew her was greatly aug- 
mented when another similar spot ap- 
peared on her neck a little higher up. 
This spot looked as if the natural skin had 
been pushed oft' and the white, grown in- 
its ulaee. The spot increased very slow- 
ly, tut gradually became elongated, and 
both while spots were united in one, 
making a patch larger than a silver dol- " 
lar. Soon after this a number of tlie 
white patches appeared on her face, neck.- 
and arms, until she bore the appearance 
of having been slightly sprinkled with 
.-white paint. 
One patch, on .her fore- 


head near the. left eye, was particularly 
noticeable on account of its size and the 
rapidity with which it increased, as it •' 
.continued to grow down tlie aide of her 
face, "uniting with a patch on her cheek,1 
leaving halt' the side of her face a pale flesh • 
color, which contrasted strongly with thej 
blackness of the rest of her features. Thoi 
change of color has been going on slow-' 
ly ever since, until she is nearly white,; 
her limbs aud body having also partaken 
.in the transformation. 


Her appearance is most remarkable,' 


and, in its unfinished state, rather repuK 
sive. The change is now so great that'', 
the natural color is only seen in patches 
on her face, and she boars the appearance' 
'o£ having once been white, but under- 
going a change to the colored race.- The,, 
striking thing about her, which would-at; 
once excite curiosity, is the contrast and 
blending of the different colors.' The 
•head is still surmounted by a thick 
growth of woolly hair of the most de- 
cided African typo, ihe eyes preserve 
.their natural shmi'nglook, and the whites 
r.re clear,aiid largo, setting them off to 
.line advantage. Across the left side of 
the face is one broad strip of white ex- 
tending front the chin to tho center of 
!lhe forehead,- being broken here and 
thereby r. small black patch of skin, like 
a figure engraved in the flesh. The other 
side of the* face is more mottled, and tho 
.black and white alten]iite_\vUiji_^risjj]i 
-'i^^TrHcjJthSTTtVl " i-ief"neck and hands 
have nearly undergone a complete and 
entire change, and arc as white as those 
_of any Cr.ucassian. The body is of UK- 
'same color, and :is the white is still in- 
creasing the transformation will soon lip 
completed, with the exception of the 
hair, and eyes, which will- betray lw 
African origin. tShe takes tu the mutter 
v^ry k'ndly. and does not seem at ail to 
object to being mado white. 
: Such cases as this are very rare, and 
are generally tlie result of some disease, 
often hereditary. Dr. Lunsford P, Yan- 
dell, probably the best authority in the 
country on such diseases, in 1S79 wrote 
an elaborate article on the subject, in 
which he reported thirteen cases, a few 
of which were those of white persons 
turning black. lie stoics that, as to the 
cause of the transformation nothing but 
speculation can be advanced. Several 
diseases have been known to produce vit- 
iligoor change of the-color, and Wilson 
gives the case of a man who was terribly 
frightened by being shot nt, and whoso 
eutire skin became black in less than 
three 
months. 
Typhus 
fever has, 


in 
several 
cases, 
been 
known 


to cause this change. In the article Dr. 
Yaudell gives one particularly extraor- 
dinary case—thutot a nogro woman who 
suffered a severe attack of pleuro-pheu- 
monia, which was followed by perfect 
recovery. Soon after, while in unblem- 
ished health, a change of color pervaded 
her entire person, anil in twenty-four 
hours she became white from head to 
foot, and was'often afterward mistaken 
for a Caucassian. 
Her gcuci'iil health is 


not aOected in the slightest degree by 
this change, and there is nothing to ili- 
dicate the strange forces at work except 
their results.

Hailstorms anil Forests. 


A curious observation regarding hail- 


storms has lately been brought before the 
Swiss Geographical Societies at Geneva 
by Hcrr itiniker, the chief forester of 
Canton Aargau. He maintains that hail- 
storms do not occur where there are for- 
ests, and instances the case of a small 
chain'of mountains in the south of Aargau 
known-as the Lindenberge, which aro 
normally completely ' covered with trees. 
About twenty years ago the forest was 
divided in two places by wide gaps, and 
immediately afterward the valleys were 
visited by frequent hailstorms. 
Four- 


teen years ago the larger of these two 
open"spaces was planted with iirs, since 
which time the hailstorms have .entirely 
ceased. Herr llinikcr is inclined to at-, 
tribute the phenomenon to electric ac- 
tion, 'suggesting that the hail and trees 
being charged with opposite kinds of 
electricity, their union gives rise to sufli-' 
cierit heat to prevent congelation of watery 
particles. K his deductions should be 
confirmed by I'i'urther observation, we 
shall be able to add one more reason to 
Tie many which already exist why for- 
ests should to some.extont be left as na- 
ture designed them.—Chamber's Journal.
